Rules For: Pedestrians

This warning to all roads users was given by Mr A. Morrison, 
Divisional Superintendent of Traffic, Hongkong Police, this morning. 


Spenking on behalf of the 
Pedestrian Safety Programme 
jointly sponsored by, the Jaycees 
and the Hongkong Polic) Mr 
Morrison sald that travelling on 
foot wap no quarantce nguinst 
becoming involved 4n_ traffic 
accidents. 

“A great many people killed on 
our roads cach year arc non- 
drivers. Being non-drivers, 
they do not realise the problems 
whlch confront the man sitting 
behind the wheel of his car: 
Therefore, they gucas wrongly 
when they try to anticipate the 
driver's reaction." 

Mr Morrison pointed out that 
even peogle who can drive have 
a tendeney to forget the 
dtiver's point of view when 
they step out of thelr cars and 
become pedestrians. 

“Tho pedestrian’s best safe- 
guatd ty always to take the view 
that the driver can’t see him. 
Then he won't expect the driver 
to watch out for him,” he added, 

5 SAFETY RULES 


The following rules of road 
safety should be observed by all 
. Mr Morrison sald: 
Oe Never walk into tho 
roadway from between parked 
cars. 


2-—Wait on the pavement — 
not on the road — to seo, that 
the road is clear before cross- 


ing. . 
3—After getting off a bus 
or a tram, don’t go around it, 
front or rear, but wait until 
it leaves before crossing. 
4.—Walk on the right facing 
trafic. Where there are pave- 
ments, use them. a 
5—~At night, when walking 
in poorly lit streets, or roads, 
wear or carry something whito, 
or something which can be 


ween in the dark. 

Mr Morrison said: “Teach your 
children and others these safety 
rules. By following them, lives 
can be saved, Let’s make it our 
business to see that this is dond.”
